Sioldier Boys Were Welcomed 


by the Southerners. 


And They Are in Love With Their 


Quarters at Gamp Thomas. 


Its Warm Down There, Thermome- 
. ter Registering 95 Degrees. 


And the Boys Are Already Shedding 


Underwear—Scenes and Incidents 


of Life in Their New Camp. 


tlhickamauga Park, Ga., May 17, '98. 


Here we are in far-off Georiga, hun- 


dreds of miles from home, but 
not 


from 
friends, as everyone is our 


friend. 
' 'Tis probable that the people of 
Portsmouth would like to know how 
we came and ef some of the incidents 
of the trip. 
, 
The boys left Camp Bushnull at 


4:15 Sunday afternoon and marched 
down Broad street to High and then 
on High to the Central depot. The 
-streets were crowded with cheering 
people and the boys were all in fine 
fettle to receive the cheers. At sev- 


" -eral places groups of Portsmouth peo- 


ple had gathered to cheer the boys 
from home. Three rests were made, 
'and after the 
fatiguing five miles 


march the boys were very glad to rest 
in tue coaches held in readiness for, 
them. 


After they had boarded the train, 


which was divided into three sections, 
a battalion to each section, the train 
laid in the station for forty-live min- 
utes, during which time many good- 
byes were said. 
' The boys of our company were in 
the 'second; section, and during the 
whole trip were the life of the train. 


• After the train had pulled out over 
t,heT3.:& OM at every cross-road and 
every little village the whole popula- 
tion was out to see the soldiers pass. 
At Washington C. H., where Co. E 
of the regiment is stationed, thous- 
,ands of people surrounded the train 
to bid their sons and husbands good-" 
bye. The ovation given them was 
almost as great as that given the 
Portsmouth boys - when they 
left 


home. 


The guards otutlic trains were very 


strict, and it was impossible for a 
man to get out of a car after any- 
thing to eat, or or any other purpose. 
It was kept up this way, too, until 
the troops arrive at Chickamauga. 


The train bearing the second bat- 


talion arrived in Cincinnati at'7, and 
after laying there for about thirty 
minutes the train was moved to Lucl- 
low, Ky., where they lay until nearly 
nine o'clock. Here also great crowds 
were out to see the boys. 


As soon as the boys left Ludlow 


they all curled up in their blankets 
and made the best of the seats fora 
bed for the night. 
All of tliem slept 


well and in the morning were all 
much refreshed. 


The first station 
passed 
after 


waking up was Winfiehl, Tcnn., just 
six miles over the line and 134 miles 
from Chattanooga. Here they began 
to see the most beautiful scenery 
imaginable. High hills, or moun- 
tains, almost surrounded the railroad. 
The Emery river twines around the 
hills, and 'in pretty falls and rapids 
winds its way toward the Tennessee,' 
which also gracefully encircles the 
mountains. 
The little 
mountain 


streams trickling down over the sides 
of high cliffs also presented a beauti- 
ful 
appearance. Together with a 


light fog, which added to the beauty 
of the scenes, nothing prettier could 
be imagined. Then came the sunrise, 
which brought out clearly the sum- 


• mifcs of the mountains in 
all their 


stateliness. These scenes kept up un- 
til we reached Chattanooga, where 
grander scenes met our view. 


Lookout Mountain came to onr 


view 
here. This high mountain 


frowns down upon Cliattanooag like a 
giant on a penny. As soon as any 
passes'are issued, this mountain will 
be described. 


Arriving at Chattanooga, we lay 


there several hours. The time was 
passed in listening to the band con- 
cert given by our band. Soldiers had 
gotten to be an old thing, and so not 
many people came to the trains. 


About two o'clock in the afternoon 


we were switched out to the park, 
where we now are. As soon as wear- 
rived we were marched about two or 
three miles to the part of the park on 
which the hero, Gen. Gco. H. Thomas 
fought and won. The spot is nearly 
in the center of the park and is six 
miles over the Georgia line. 
We are 


encamped in a pretty forest, shady 
all the time. 


We put up our tents immediately 


and by the time we got our supper it 
was bedtime. It was the first night 
that the boys had slept on the ground 
as a bed. and it may have gone hard 
with some of them, but most of them 
were so tired that they could have 
slept on a bed of rocks. 


There was no drill this morning, so 


as to give the boys time enough to 
fix up, and this afternoon we are 
going swimming in the Tennessee, or 
in Alexander creek, ooth of which are 
nearly three miles away. 


The weather here is very warm, 


compared to what it was in Ohio. To- 
day the thermometer registers al- 
most 95 degrees. The boys are shed> 
ding all their heavy xinderwear, and 


some of them-are putting away all 
undersvear.

Regiment after regiment of soldiers 


lave'bcen pouring in\o the park all 
day. and it is said that 50.000 -troopa 
will be quartered in the park by the 
nd of the week. Here with us are 
the First regiment and cavalry of 
Ohio, so we have some boys from 
lome.

A man just passed through camp 


selling strawberires. 
No one seemed 


to buy until lie reached Co. H street, 
when he sold out every one within 
three minutes. The berries were fine, 
large and delicious, and what the 
boys did to them was a-plenty. 


The messes which held forth in Co- 


lumbus have been divided as the 
tents are smaller. 
They • have nob 


been named yet. 
The boys are all in 


love with the camp and all the shade 
in the world could not make them 
feel happier. 


As yet the boys are compelled to 


sleep on the ground, as there are no 
floors in the tents. 
There are no 


ticks either, and we can't say when 
we will get either. 


On account of there being so many 


troops' in camp here, the 
address 


must be written out very,plaihly, and 
io must be just so. If you write to a 
member of the company, which, by 
the way, has been given back the let- 
ter "H," address it s>: Private,

Chickamauga, 'Ga., May 18, '98. 
Our second day in Georgia opened 


up hot, with the thermometer up to 
about 360 and lots of cleaning up to 
do. Around camp the boys have all 
got up a swe^Tt, and no gentle sweat 
either. 


There will not be much drilling un- 


til everything is in good shape. 
The 


drilling will not be hard, but will 
have to be attended regularly by all 
members. 
Roll-call will cut an im- 


portant factor in this camp. All who 
miss roll-call without a; good excuse 
will spend a few hours in the guard 
house. 


We have nob received our mules 


and wagons yet, but are looking for 
them every minute. 
Co.. H will re- 


ceive four mules and two wagons, and 
McMonigle will have charge of them.

Both of them had to dig a ditch sixty 
feet long, 5 feet wide and about 3 
feet deep and cut down a dozen large 
trees that were in the way. "Mugs" 
dug with his bayonet and Armstrong 
shoveled it out with his hands.- Just 
then Armstrong 
woke 
up. This 


morning he related his dream to 
"Mivgs," and now "Mugs" is laid up. 


The only inconvenience at present 


is the trouble in getting water. We 
send a detail after it, which is almost 
a mile from camp, and have them fill 
everything that will hold water. The 
boys find their canteens a very valu- 
able article right now.

went after some boards last night, 
when all the lights were out and it 
was pitch dark. 
Coming back they 


got in Co. I's street and started in 
the tenth tent (which is the number 
of their tent on our street).

They went along the 
street and woke everyone up and got 
them on thc.street before they found 
out their mistake. -The Co. I boys 
would not listen to any apology, but 
took their lumber awav from them 


and • ran them back to tlieir own 
street. They, had their two mile -walk 
with the heavy boards for nothing. 


Taylor and Welch seem to" be onto 


the'ropes,of., soldier-li£e well.' They 
found two very' nice porkers in-.the 
park this afternoon and brought them 
.up to the guard line and handed them 
through. -tTuey made so, much noise 
that'the colonel and major came run- 
ning^ down and made the boys trun 
them loose.'

We drew our first hard-tack today, 


but will not have to-eat it until our 
bread runs out,of which we are fortun- 
ate enough to still jhave plenty for 
a few meals. The boys are anxious 
to try it to "see how it goes. There 
will be very few whs> will kick. 


We drew bacon and potatoes today. 


The menu ' for dinner is as follows: 
Escalloped 
potatoes with dressing, 


fried bacon, hard-tack, black coffee] 
rice pudding, onions. 


Regiments that have come into 


camp since the last letter are from 
the: following states: 
North and 


South Dakota,, Michigan, Missouri, 
Nebraska, Arkansas and.several other 
states which we cannot find out. 
There is a continual stream of regi- 
ments coming in from all over the 
United States: By Saturday there 
will be nearly 70,000 boys in blue en- 
camped here, 


There is a large tent just opened 


on our street, where iwe can get all 
kinds of "soft drinks" and eatables. 
All Co. H boys have to do is to step 
right out of their tents and vie are 
there. All the other regiments have 
to come up to our street and get 
what they want, as this is th'e only 
thing of the kind near our camp. . 


The tents arc laid differently here 


than in regular encampment. Instead 
of the tents facing each other and 
having a street and an alley between 
each, all tents face the same way, 
with a distance of seventy-five feet in 
front of our rows of tents. 


Our street is covered with large, 


shady oaks and pines, something we 
did not have in Columbus. 


Several of the boys are hunting 


relics today, some of them having 
found bullets in trees that they cut 
down. Emmett McKeown found a 
bone at the foot of one of these trees 
and discovered that it was part of a 
human arm. Ed. Reinhart found a 
tack and Capb. Prichard a marble. 
Reinhart and the Captain found them 
in front of their tents.

As a bank cannot legally 
hold its own stock, as a matter of 
convenience the stock was transferred 
to George Davis as trustee. In filing 
the suit the plaintiff held that the 
estate of, George Davis was liable for 
the amount of the stock. The case 
was carried through 'the common 
pleas court and a decision rendered in 
favor of the defendants. The case 
was' then appealed to the circuit 
court, where trie decision of the 
lower court was reversed and the 
plaintiff given judgment for 
the 


amount claimed. The case was then 
carried to the supreme court, where 
a final. deci3ion was rendered last 
week; confirming the rulings of the 
circuit court. This ruling will make 
"the estate of George Davis liable for 
about $16,000. .
